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STATE APPROVES $5,000,000 BONDING TO PURCHASE
DEVELOPMENT RIGHTS TO CONNECTICUT FARMLAND

On August 26, 2011, Governor Dannel P. Malloy and Agricul-
ture Commissioner Steven K. Reviczky announced that $5,000,000
in state bonding was approved by the State Bond Commission for
the purchase of development rights to farmland statewide.

The allocation of funds for the state’s Farmland Preservation
Program, which is administered by the Department of Agriculture,
will be used to buy development rights to farms, placing a perma-
nent restriction on the use of the land. The land can only be used
for agricultural purposes and the farms will stay under private own-
ership and continue to pay local property taxes.

“Agriculture contributes $3.5 billion in output and 20,000 jobs to
our economy each year,” Commissioner Reviczky said. “This pro-
gram will help keep our wonderful farms and farm communities vi-
able. It also ensures we retain the ability to produce food, create
jobs, and preserve the unique character of our state. Farms are

REPORT STORM DAMAGE TO DOAG AND FSA

The Connecticut Department of Agriculture is collecting infor-
mation about storm-related damage to farms in the state. This
information will be used to prepare reports for Governor Malloy,
and the Department of Emergency Services and Public Protection,
if needed, and may be used to seek federal assistance if the ex-
tent of the damage warrants. If you incurred damage to your live-
stock, crops, equipment, or buildings, please complete and return
the damage report form on DoAG'’s website, www.CTGrown.gov
or www.ct.gov/doag.

In addition, it is very important that you report damage to your
local USDA Farm Service Agency office within 30 days of the loss
in order to qualify for any programs that may be offered through
FSA, and contact your crop insurance agent, if applicable.
